This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act 
- Privacy Act request received by our office January 22, 2002. 

A search of the indices to the Central Records System 
for records maintained by the San Francisco Division revealed no 
record responsive to your request indicating the subject Of your 
request has been the subject of an FBI investigation. 

In order to respond to our many requests in a timely 
manner, our focus is to retrieve records in the indices which 
indicate the requester/subject of the request is a main subject 
of an FBI investigation. Names which are the subject of an FBI 
investigation are entered into the indices as a "main file" index 
record. 

Although no main file records responsive to your 
request were located, we are required to inform you that you are 
entitled to file an administrative appeal if you so desire. 
Appeals should be directed in writing to the Co-Director, Office 
of Information and Privacy, Flag Building, Suite 570, United 
States Department of Justice, Washington, D.C. 20530, within 60 
days from receipt of this letter. The envelope and the l^J^ter 
should be clearly marked "Freedom of Information Appeal"

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FBI FILE FACT SHEET 



FOR YOUR INFORMATION ... 

• The primary function of the FBI is law enforcement. 
The FBI does not keep a file on every citizen of the 
United States. 

• FBI files generally contain written reports of FBI 
investigations of a wide range of matters, including 
counterterrorism, foreign counterintelligence, 
organized crime/drugs, violent crime, white-collar 
crime, applicants, and civil rights. 

• The FBI does not issue clearances or nonclearances 
for anyone other than its own personnel or persons 
having access to FBI facilities. Background 
investigations for security clearances are conducted 
by many different Government agencies. If you 
received a clearance while you were in the military 
or employed with some other government agency, you 
should write directly to that entity. 

• An FBI identification record or "rap sheet" is not 
the same as an FBI "file" - it is simply a listing of 
information taken from fingerprint cards submitted to 
the FBI in connection with arrests, federal 
employment, naturalization, or military service, IF

Siipart C-Productioa of FBI 
Identification Records in 
l«=sipor*e to Written 
IctfjoU by Stiijccts Thereof 

By order dated Septenfcer 24, 1973, 
the Attorney General of the Uni ted 
Stales directed that the federal Bureau 
of Investigation, hereinafter referred 
to »s the FBI, publish rules for the 
di steniination of arrest and conviction 
records to the subjects of such records 
upon request. Thi» order resulted fron 
t determination that 28 U.S.C. 534 does 
rot prohibit the subjects of arrest and 
conviction records front having access 
to those records. In accordance with 
the Attorney General's order, the FBI 
will release to the subjects of 
identif italion records copies of such 
records upon submission of a written 
ret^jest. Satisfactory proof of identity 
of the person whose identification 
record is requested and a processing 
fee of 118.00. 

Since the FBI Identification Division 
!s not the source of the data appearing 
in identification records, and -obtains 
all data thereon fro* fingerprint cards 
or related identification forms 
submitted to the FBI by local, state, 
and Federal agencies, the 
responsibility for authentication and 
correction of such date rests upon the 
contributing agencies. Therefore, the 
rules set forth for changing, 
correcting or updating such data 
require that the subject of an 
identification record mate application 
to the original contributing agency in 
order to correct the deficiency 
conplained of. 

The relevant provisions of the 
Administrative Procedure Act (5 U.S.C. 
553) requiring notice of proposed rule 
(taking, opportunity for public 
part icipet ton end oelay in effective 
date are inapplicable because the 
materiel contained herein relates to 
the interpretation of 28 U.S.C. 534 as 
allowing the granting of an exenption 
to subjects of identification records 
and relief of prior n±riinistrat i ve 
restrictions on dissemination of such 
records to then, furthermore, it is 
deemed in the public interest that 
there be no delay in effective date of 
availability of identification records 
to the subjects thereof. 

By virtue of the order of the 
"Attorney Ctmerat, dated Stpteniitr 24, 
1973, and pursuant to the authority 



delegated to the Director, FBI by 28 
CFE D.SStb), Part 16 of 28 CFR Chapter 
I, is anended by adding the following 
new Subpart C: 

t 1630 Purpose and scope 

This subpart contains the regulations 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, ■ 
hereafter referred to as the FBI, 
concerning procedures to be followed 
when the subject of an identification 
record requests production thereof. It 
also contains the procedures for 
obtaining any change, correction or 
updating of such record, 

S 16.31 Definition of 
identification record 

An FBI identification record, often 
referred to as a "rap sheet", -is a 
listing of certain information taken 
fron fingerprint cards submitted to and 
retained by the FBI in connection with 
arrests and, in some instances, 
includes information taken fron 
fingerprint cards submitted in 
connection with Federal employment, 
natural izati on, or Military service. 
The identification record includes the 
name of the agency or institution which 
submitted the fingerprint card to the 
F&I. If the fingerprint card concerns 
a criminal offense, the identification 
record includes the date arrested or 
received, the arrest charge, and the 
disposition of the arrest if known to 
the FBI . All arrest data included in 
an identification record are obtained 
fron fingerprint cards, disposition 
reports and other reports submitted by 
agencies having criminal justice 
responsibilities. Therefore, the FBI 
Identification Division is not the 
source of the arrest data reflected on ~ 
an identification record. ,,

i 16.33 Fee for production of 
identification record 

Each written request for production 
of an identification record mjst be 
ecconpanied by a fee of S1S.00 in the 
form of * certified check or money 
order, payable to the Treasury of the 
United States. This fee is established 
pursuant to the provisions of 31 U.S.C. 
9701 and is based upon the clerical 
time beyond the first quarter hour to 
be spent in searching for, identifying, 
and reproducing each identification 
record requested as specified in 
i 16.10 of thiis part. Any request 
£o'r waiver of the fee shall eccorcpany 
the original request for the 
identification record and shall include 
a claim and proof of indigence. 

S 16.34 Procedure to obtain change, 
correction or updating of 
identification records 

If, after reviewing his/her 
identification record, the subject 
thereof believes that it is incorrect 
or incomplete in any respect and wishes 
changes, corrections or updating of the 
alleged deficiency, he/she should mate 
application directly to the agency 
which contributed the qjestioned 
information. The subject of a record 
may also direct his/her challenge as tt 
the accuracy or completeness of any 
entry on his/her record to the 
Assistant Director of the FBI 
I de nt i f 1* e a t i o n- i v i s i pn r - Uaoh i r ig-fre^r * 
e.e. - 20537 - WOd . The FBI will then 
forward the challenge to the agency 
which submitted the data requesting 
that agency to verify or correct the 
challenged entry. Upon the receipt of 
an official cormijnieation directly frot 
the agency which contributed the 
original information, the FBI 
Identification- Division will mate any 
changes necessary in accordance with 
the information supplied by that 
agency.
